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INTRODU GT TON 


sy ase late H. R. Tedder read a paper on 19 March 1914 before the 
Royal Historical Society on ‘ The forthcoming bibliography of 
modern British History ’, and his authoritative account is the basis of the 
following summary of the progress of the undertaking until the appoint- 
ment of the present editor. 

In 1909 the American Historical Association and the Royal Historical 
Society both named committees to discuss the question of co-operating 
in order to continue Gross’s Sources and Literature of English History 
from the Earliest Times to about 1485. They planned a series of three 
volumes, each in two parts. The first was to be general, comprising an 
introduction on the scope and arrangement of the work, accounts of 
publications of learned societies and historical periodicals, &c., and lists 
of authorities covering the whole period 1485-1910. The second was to 
contain the special authorities for 1485-1714, and the third those for 
1714-1910. In 1912 the late Sir George Prothero became general editor 
and committees were appointed for both the Tudor and Stuart periods. 
Much work had been performed by 1914, when the outbreak of war 
completely suspended it. Sir George Prothero was never again able to 
give much attention to it, and his death in July 1922 left it unfinished. 
A special committee of the Royal Historical Society sat in that year to 
discuss the continuance of the bibliography, and a change of plan was 
adopted. In view of the length of time which had elapsed since the pro- 
ject was first mooted, it was imperative to complete at least a part of it 
as speedily as possible. As the preparations for the original volume two 
were the most advanced, it was decided to proceed with it. Now the 
Tudor and Stuart periods were each to be allotted a separate volume. 
A committee of American scholars, with E. P. Cheyney as chairman, has 
charge of the Tudor volume, which is nearing completion. 

I was nominated editor of the volume covering 1603-1714 in February 
1923, but other literary commitments prevented my assuming my duties 
for more than a year. Owing to the urgency, as well as the extent of the 
work still to be accomplished, the original idea of including manuscripts 
was abandoned, although considerable information about them is in- 
corporated in the notes. The indefinite postponement of the general 
introductory volume, and the impossibility of referring to it or to the 
Tudor volume, have necessitated the insertion in this book of a number 
of works not confined to the period. It is now designed to be complete 
in itself. Otherwise the contents correspond to the scheme prepared by 
Sir George Prothero and the committee of 1912, except that whereas 
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they contemplated about 2,500 titles, there are now over 3,800 numbered, 
besides 1,500 to 2,000 in the footnotes. 

It is my pleasant task to express the profound gratitude of the Royal 
Historical Society to the late Sir George Prothero and to those who have 
assisted in the production of this volume. It is most unfortunate that 
owing to the change of editorship there is neither a complete list of the 
original contributors nor a precise record of their services. So far as is 
known the following compiled the whole or parts of the sections which 
are inserted in brackets after their names, and in a number of cases have 
recently revised them: C. H. Collins Baker (Art); E. A. Benians 
(Voyages and Travels) ; Arthur Berry (Science) ; Sir Reginald Blom- 
field (Architecture) ; the late P. Hume Brown (Scotland) ; R. Dunlop 
(Ireland); the late H. E. Egerton (Colonies); Lord Ernle (Agriculture) ; 
the Bishop of Truro [W. H. Frere] (Anglican Church to 1660); Sir 
Henry Hadow (Music); B. L. K. Henderson (Economic and Social 
History) ; H. D. Hazeltine (Legal Sources) ; the late A. M. Hyamson 
(Judaism); the late Colonel E. M. Lloyd (Military); J. E. Lloyd 
(Wales); H.E.Malden (Local History); J.G.Muddiman (Newspapers); 
the late Sir A. E. Shipley (Science) ; W. T. Whitley (Nonconformity). 

It is possible to specify more particularly the debt of gratitude due to 
those whose assistance dates from 1923. E. R. Adair took charge of 
Administration, read the typescripts of the political and constitutional 
and the economic sections, and made many improvements; W. H. 
Burgess dealt with Unitarianism ; the late E. H. Burton with Roman 
Catholicism ; Miss E. Jeffries Davis virtually compiled ali the entries 
on London; A. H. Dodd and J. G. Edwards added many titles to the 
Welsh bibliography ; D. Hay Fleming doubled the size of the section on 
Scotland and subjected what had already been done to a very fruitful 
revision; C. S. S. Higham assumed control of Voyages and Travels 
and the East and West Indies, and wrote their introductions ; M. W. 
Jernegan lent me his notes on the American colonies and made many 
valuable suggestions ; Norman Penney revised and considerably aug- 
mented Quakerism; W.G. Perrin made himself responsible not only for 
the contents but also for the arrangement of the Naval section; H. G. 
Richardson revised Agriculture so systematically as to transform it, and 
penned its introduction ; and W. R. Scott dealt with foreign trade and 
wrote part of the introduction to economic history. 

One name deserves especial mention. Sir Charles Firth compiled the 
section on ballads, but this was the least of his services. He has assisted 
at every stage of the growth of this bibliography : his library and un- 
rivalled stores of knowledge were always open to me. He has read the 
typescripts and the proofs, and encouraged me in every way. Neverthe- 
less the final responsibility rests on my shoulders, not on his.

In spite of all this assistance, however, it is certain that much remains 
still to be accomplished. I have only been able to devote my leisure 
hours to this volume, and these perforce were mainly employed in com- 
piling not less than a third of the entries. Consequently I am only too 
conscious that I have neglected many of my editorial duties. Yet those 
whose opinion is far weightier than mine believe that the interests of 
historical scholarship will be better served by the appearance of this 
volume now with all its imperfections than by delaying it for 
further revision. After all, the absence of such improvements as I could 
effect will matter little, if scholars will note such errors as they find and 
communicate them to the Honorary Secretary of the Royal Historical 
Society, 22 Russell Square, London, W.C. 1, by whom they will be 
acknowledged. Subjected to the revision of all who study the Stuart 
period, this book in a second edition will become more worthy of the 
two great historical bodies under whose direction it is issued. 

In a bibliography of this kind the two main difficulties are those of 
selection and arrangement. In deciding what works to include or omit, 
the necessity of covering the whole field has been the ruling principle. 
In each section the aim has been to ensure that every aspect of its sub- 
ject-matter shall be presented however inadequate the means may be. 
In dealing with controversial questions an attempt has been made to 
give fair representation to opposing schools of opinion whether con- 
temporary or modern. Care has been taken to provide a selection of the 
historical literature of succeeding generations, so that the reader may 
trace the progress of knowledge and the different interpretations of 
events in each age. It has been impossible to include many pamphlets, 
but usually at least one tract of a prolific writer has been listed, so that 
his name can be turned up in the catalogue of a library such as the 
British Museum in order to discover what else he wrote. Most space 
has been devoted to the normal activities of the inhabitants of Stuart 
Britain. In the more specialized topics, such as art or science, the first 
consideration has been the needs of the general historian, in the hope 
that when he has occasion to tread these unfrequented paths he may find 
the guidance he requires. 

The arrangement has been dictated by the avoidance of repetition and 
convenience of reference. Thus the desire not to do the same thing 
twice is responsible for putting peers in the alphabetical order of their 
titles in biographical sub-sections, since they are listed under their 
family names in the index. The usual arrangement of each section is to 
enumerate first the bibliographies, then the sources, and finally the later 
works. These all follow the chronological order of the date of the first 
edition unless there is an obvious reason for a deviation from this rule. 
Instances of such deviations are biographies arranged alphabetically, 
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regimental histories which conform to the order of the Army List, or 
local histories which are arranged geographically. In a few small sub- 
sections, as in foreign relations or naval history, sources and later 
works are grouped together to save space, but such instances are rare. 
To keep the size of the bibliography within moderate limits certain 
devices have been adopted. Cross references, which are enclosed in 
round brackets, are only given when their absence cannot be supplied by 
the index. Many works have been inserted in footnotes—occasionally 
some strange bedfellows appear—but the more important are all in- 
dexed. Descriptions of books are necessarily brief. No distinction is 
made between small, medium, and large quartos. All others are octavos, 
or, if shorter, duodecimos, if taller, folios. Whenever possible the 
number of volumes, the size, the place and the date of publication of the 
first edition of each work is given, but no attempt is made to enumerate 
all later editions. The ideal has been, however, to note later editions 
whenever the rarity of the first, or the superior utility of the later, editions 
makes this desirable. When the format of the later edition is similar to 
the first, the description has not been repeated but the date alone is 
supplied. Thus an entry of the type I vol. 8vo. Lond. 1672 and 1701, 
would imply that the edition of 1701 was identical with that of 1672 in 
its format. On the other hand, if any detail of the description of the later 
volume is different, then all are repeated. 

As regards the index, all authors and all editors, when there are no 
authors, are included, and the relatively few subject-matter entries 
are intended merely to supplement the table of contents. Titles 
are only inserted for anonymous works for which no subject-matter 
entry easy of reference could be found. When a book has both author 
and editor, the editor is only indexed if he has contributed materially 
to its value, or if there seems to be a reasonable chance that the reader 
will seek for it under the editor’s name rather than under the author’s. 
In short, practical utility has in all things been the chief guide of the 
editor. :

ORE detailed study has been devoted to the years 1603-1714 than to 

any period of English history of equal length, but it has been unevenly 
distributed. The works of Gardiner (219-20) and Firth (244) supply an 
elaborate survey of the years 1603-58, and have facilitated the production of a 
host of monographs. Macaulay (204) dealt with the fifteen years following 
the accession of James II on an unprecedented scale, but this era has 
attracted few later historians. Full histories of the years 1658-85 and 1697- 
1714 remain to be written. At present Guizot (207) has not been superseded 
for the restoration, and Ranke (214) remains the best history of the reign of 
Charles II. The reign of Anne has received more attention, and the works 
of Stanhope (211), Wyon (217), and Leadam (245) furnish a satisfactory 
outline. 

There is no adequate bibliography, but the sections on sources in the three 
relevant volumes of the Political History of England (240, 245, 246) enumerate 
the chief authorities with useful comments, and are thus more valuable than 
the lists of titles in the Cambridge Modern History (239) and elsewhere. 
Since the output of new material is now exceeding the capacity of historians 
to absorb it, classified and annotated bibliographies should replace the mere 
lists of authorities appended to most modern studies. The value of the works 
of the chief narrative historians is estimated by Firth (21), and the lives 
of many historians and antiquaries in the Dictionary of National Biography 
contain valuable criticisms, but the historiography of the 17th century has 
not yet been treated as a whole.

Since the Privy Council was the mainspring of the whole central administra- 
tion, Adair (275) supplies a guide to the materials, both printed and manu- 
script, for administrative history. Gerould (25) and other general biblio- 
graphies will also be found useful, while the more specialized bibliography in 
Mrs. Higham’s Principal Secretary of State (274) should not be neglected. 

But there was hardly an aspect of English life in which the hand of the 
central administration was not felt, and a student of its activities should con- 
sult works dealing with local government, the control of the press and of the 
drama, the development of social or economic life, the enforcement of the 
national religion, and other similar topics. As the Star Chamber stands on 
the border-line between administration and law, recourse should be made also 
to the legal section. For those branch establishments by which certain pro- 
vincial areas were governed, the Councils of the North and of Wales, the books 
by Miss Reid (271) and Miss Skeel (3439) provide ample bibliographies.

There is neither a bibliography for the general parliamentary history of the 
period nor for any of its separate aspects. The best general guides are 
Gerould (25) and the Cambridge Modern History. The introduction to 
Notestein and Relf (398) has an admirable discussion of the sources for the 
first half of the seventeenth century. 

In addition to the works listed in this section, general histories, especially 
constitutional, should be consulted together with the biographies and writings 
of members of either house of parliament. Most tracts are excluded from 
lack of space, although they form important sources. There is no complete 
catalogue of them, but guidance should be sought in the Thomason Tracts (17), 
Knuttel (721 n.), and the printed catalogue of the British Museum Library, 
where pamphlets on a subject are often grouped together. Unprinted MSS. 
for the period to 1642 are being investigated by Professor Notestein and his 
corroborators, but there is no list even for the later period.

There is no work on a large scale devoted to foreign policy during the Stuart 
period, although Seeley (619) supplies a basis. Gardiner was the first English 
historian fully to investigate the subject and to demonstrate its influence upon 
domestic history, and his works (219, 220) should be used for 1603-56. For 
the rest of the period Ranke (214) and Klopp (215) are the best guides. The 
series initiated by the Royal Historical Society should ultimately cover foreign 
relations with all European powers after 1688. The only calendar of the 
dispatches of any foreign representative is the Venetian (683), but copious 
extracts have been published from the correspondence of various French am- 
bassadors, who during 1660-88, were often the confidential advisers of the 
crown, and the Austrian representatives’ dispatches were systematically em- 
ployed by Klopp. Much of the published material is contained in foreign 
works, of which only a few are here listed. Others should be sought in biblio- 
graphies such as Bourgeois and André for France and Dahlmann and Waitz 
for Germany. The best guide to the treaties of the period is Myers (599).

This section includes only the lives and writings of those personages who 
figure in the political and constitutional history of England, or whose careers 
were too varied to be included elsewhere. Genealogies are not cited, but may 
be traced through G. W. Marshall’s The genealogist’s guide [1 vol. 8vo. 
Lond. 1879. Last ed. r vol. 8vo. Guildford. 1903]. Heraldry is omitted but 
may be studied in J. Guillim’s A display of heraldry [1610 ; 6th ed. 1724]. 

The Dictionary of National Biography should always be consulted, not only 
for the lives but also for the authorities cited. Its publication made biography 
the easiest form of historical writing, and has resulted in the compilation of 
many works of slight value. No effort has been made to cite all these, but 
occasionally an indifferent life has been included in default of anything better. 
Care has been taken, however, to insert all the works containing documentary 
matter, and, what is much rarer though most valuable, information about the 
literary remains and correspondence of the subject of the biography. 

The value of memoirs as sources for political history has been reduced by the 
modern scientific methods of historians. Nevertheless if their limitations are 
realized they are important in this respect as showing what the writer thought 
of current events or how he wished his actions to be judged. By revealing 
the spirit of the age they correct the common tendency to judge the past too 
exclusively by the standards of to-day. Their value is succinctly explained by 
Firth in an article in the Scottish Historical Review for July 1913.

HERE is no military bibliography covering the period 1603-1714. The 

best guides are the catalogue of the War Office Library (8vo. 1906, with 
annual supplements); the catalogue of the Library of the Royal United 
Service Institution (2nd ed. 1908), and the British Museum catalogue (sub 
England, Army). Apart from Cockle (1020) there are no bibliographies for 
the period before 1660. After that useful bibliographies will be found in 
Clifford Walton (1016), Atkinson (1053), Parnell (1052), and Taylor (1145). 
Otherwise recourse must be made to bibliographies in general histories, to the 
footnotes to accounts of campaigns embedded in general histories, and to the 
bibliographies attached to the lives of soldiers in the Dictionary of National 
Biography. 

Considerations of space compel the omission of all but a very few foreign 
works, although they often throw light upon the operations of English armies. 
These should be sought for in the bibliographies mentioned in the section 
dealing with foreign affairs. 

Scottish military books are here included, but those dealing with Ireland 
will be found under Ireland.

Both for the general outlines of the Civil War, a knowledge of which is 
necessary for the critical study of any part of it, and also for their footnotes 
referring to authorities, Gardiner (220) and Firth (1171) are throughout indis- 
pensable. The same may be said of the notes in the Dictionary of National 
Biography and in the biographies mentioned in 4 (a), supra. Owing to the 
nature of a civil war, and to the intervention in politics by the New Model 
Army, military history is often inseparable from political, and both the 
general sources and later works 1603-60 should be consulted. It should not 
be forgotten that the most important sources for the Civil War are pamphlets 
and newspapers (2470-2484), and it is essential to examine the collection of 
both formed by Thomason and now in the British Museum (17).

HE serious study of naval history is comparatively modern, and owes 

much to the inspiration of Mahan (1276) and Laughton, whose lives 
of sailors in the Dictionary of National Biography form a valuable series. 
The only modern studies covering the whole period are Clowes (1229) and 
Corbett (1235), who confines himself to the Mediterranean. Administra- 
tion is well treated by Oppenheim (1269) and by Tanner in his various 
Pepysian studies, but there is nothing better for the rest of the period than 
Burchett (1217-18). The documents published by the Navy Records 
Society are essential, and there is valuable material for the Dutch wars in 
Colenbrander (1346). 

Many sources and later works enumerated elsewhere have important re- 
ferences to the navy. Among them the Calendar of State Papers, Domestic 
(124), and the House of Lords Papers (387) deserve particular mention, the 
latter being an indispensable source after the Revolution.

The mass of material for the doctrinal and liturgical history of the Anglican 
Church is enormous, and is accessible in the collected works of eminent divines. 
The contents of many of these voluminous collections are enumerated in 
James Darling’s Cyclopaedia Bibliographica [2 vols. 8vo. Lond. 1854], a 
valuable work of reference. Documents illustrating the constitutional history 
of the Church are provided mainly by Cardwell, and Makower (1464) fur- 
nishes a useful outline. 

There is an elaborate study for the years 1640-60 by Shaw (1466), and Frere 
(1469) and Hutton (1468) are the best summaries for the whole period from 
the Anglo-Catholic standpoint. On the whole the period especially after the 
restoration has been comparatively neglected by ecclesiastical historians, and 
there is no adequate bibliography. No successful attempt has yet been made 
to estimate the influence of the Anglican Church upon the political and social 
development of England during the period in modern times when its power 
was greatest, although eighty years have elapsed since Macaulay pointed out 
that the pulpit was the main organ of public opinion. There are, however, 
many useful hints on the decline of clerical influence in the first volume 
of Lecky’s History. Generally speaking, biographies unduly preponderate 
over more general studies.

This section includes English Presbyterians, Independents, and Baptists, who 
were often collectively called the ‘ old dissent’. 

The literature dealing with these sects is enormous, and new sources are 
continually being published, especially in the historical societies of the Baptists, 
Congregationalists, and Presbyterians. The Dr. Williams Library, Gordon 
Square, London, is the central storehouse for both manuscripts and later 
works. There is a model, detailed, Baptist bibliography, ed. by Whitley in 
progress (1569); that of Dexter (1568) is valuable for congregationalism ; 
but there is no similar work for Presbyterianism. For the period before the 
civil war the best guide is Champlin Burrage (1617) ; for 1640-60 probably 
Masson’s Life of Milton (2417) is as useful as any one work ; Hanbury (1586) 
is important for both periods. For 1660-88 Baxter (1627), Calamy (1621), 
and Lyon Turner (1595) are essential, and Bate (343) is the chief authority for 
the declaration of indulgence. For 1689-1714 there are valuable materials 
in Calamy (1636) and Heywood (1644), and Gordon (1625) examined minutely 
the effect of the act of toleration during 1690-2, but the reign of Anne has not 
attracted nonconformist historians. Of the general historians Neal and his 
critics (1596) are still useful, and Whitley (1619) and Dale (1615) are the best 
studies of the Baptists and Congregationalists respectively within moderate 
compass. 

In addition to the books enumerated here, works in other sections should 
often be consulted, for many nonconformist laymen are important in other 
than ecclesiastical history, as Cromwell or Milton. Similarly the position of 
nonconformity was always a political question during the Stuart period and is 
dealt with in secular histories.

George Fox, the founder of the Quakers, early impressed upon his followers 
the importance of the use of the pen as well as of the voice in the propagation 
of their Gospel message. The result was that, according to a modern com- 
putation, some four thousand different works were published previous to 
1718. Many of them are of permanent importance, not only for the history of 
Quakerism, but also for the picture they afford of the middle and lower classes. 

John Whiting (1681) produced the earliest ecclesiastical bibliography in 1708, 
which formed the basis for the elaborate work by Joseph Smith (1682). The 
Journal of George Fox is the classic of Quakerism and should be studied in the 
edition prepared by Norman Penney (1699). Next in importance are the 
Works of William Penn(1711).

As Unitarians stood outside the protection of the law in Great Britain for the 
period 1603-1714, they were unable to form any lasting organization or to 
gather congregations for worship. The regular press was closed against them. 
Except for a brief period under the Commonwealth, publications favouring 
Unitarian opinions were anonymous and surreptitious and often printed 
abroad. Materials for the study of Unitarianism in that century are therefore 
scanty. The story of the Unitarian movement in this period is, accordingly, 
the story, in the main, of individual thinkers and writers. It must be studied 
through biography. 

The Dictionary of National Biography gives the lives of most of these 
Unitarian pioneers, mainly from the hand of Rev. Alexander Gordon. 

The history of many of the Protestant Dissenting congregations which 
advanced to Unitarianism is set out in special monographs dealing with 
particular churches. Most of these congregations were founded prior to 1714 
and the earlier chapters of their story fall well within the period covered by 
this Bibliography.

Owing to the circumstances of the Catholics in England during the seven- 
teenth century comparatively little of an historical character was published, 
though the devotional and controversial literature is considerable in extent. 
With the foundation of the Catholic Record Society in 1904 a beginning has 
been made in the task of printing MSS. of purely historical interest. The 
Church History published by Dodd (Hugh Tootell) and Bishop Challoner’s 
* Memoirs of Missionary Priests ’ long remained the chief sources of informa- 
tion during the eighteenth century, and continue to be of great importance. 
Tierney’s unfinished edition of Dodd is indispensable for the period 1603-25 
because he supplemented the text with a wealth of original contemporary 
documents. Since his time two valuable sources of information, have 
appeared. The one is Joseph Gillow’s ‘ Bibliographical Dictionary of 
English Catholics’ in five volumes: from A to P the work is fairly 
exhaustive; from R to Z it is practically useless, except for a few lists 
of works of particular writers. The second work referred to is Foley’s 
“Records of the English Province of the Society of Jesus’, which incidentally 
deals with the whole body of Catholics as well as the Jesuits themselves. In 
recent years most of the other orders, Benedictines, Dominicans, Franciscans, 
Carmelites, and various bodies of Nuns, have published lists of their members, 
obituaries, and records which abound in genealogical as well as historical 
matter. College lists, and in some cases annals, for Douay, Rome, Lisbon, 
and Paris have been published, but those for Valladolid, though in existence, 
have not yet been printed. Biographies for this period are rare, and those 
which were contemporary in character are frequently brief. The history of 


English Catholics in the seventeenth century as a whole yet remains to be 
written.

HE only survey of the whole field is Cunningham (1905), but there are 
f Pent studies of special subjects, such as Scott, Daniels, Heaton, 
and Hamilton (1928, 1933, 1934, 1936), whose bibliographies are all im- 
portant. The articles in Palgrave (1847) vary in value, but usually indicate the 
main authorities ; the best guide to the sources is still McCulloch (1844), whose 
reprints of tracts are indispensable. Many other economic treatises are in 
collections of pamphlets, especially in the Harleian miscellany (87). The 
economic literature dealing with trade is concerned with the dominance and 
decline of mercantilism, maritime expansion and the foundation of new 
trading stations, plantations or colonies, and foreign rivalry, particularly 
Dutch. Many works are general and mainly descriptive, showing the nature 
of various foreign trades, and dealing with the commodities exported and 
imported, foreign currencies and the exchange. To this class belong the 
treatises and pamphlets of Malynes, Misselden, Lewis Roberts, Robinson, 
Fortrey, Yarranton, Justice, and Charles King. In the second half of the 
century the implications of mercantilism were being tested, and there is 
another group of writers whose works, while also general, are less descriptive, 
and aim at seeking general tendencies of foreign trade. Within this category 
may be placed Mun, Child, Roger Coke, Barbon, Sir Dudley North, and Charles 
Davenant. It has only been possible to indicate the chief authorities on special 
aspects of overseas trade where either a bibliography or references will show 
the sources of data on that special subject. In certain cases where such 
authority is not available, a selection from the contemporary sources is given. 
Industrial conditions in England attracted less notice, but can be studied in 
Unwin (1916, 1920) and Clark (1932). Banking is adequately treated by 
Thorold Rogers, Andreades, and others, but there is no satisfactory account of 
taxation for the whole period, though Dowell is useful. Gardiner (219, 220) 
supplies valuable notices, but no connected account of finance in the first half 
of the century exists. From 1660-89 Shaw’s (19 58) prefaces are indispensable; 
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Macaulay (204) is excellent for the reign of William III; and Leadam (1975) is 
a good outline for that of Anne. As regards the poor, contemporaries are 
usually more interested in theoretical remedies than in actual conditions : to 
their theories Eden (1991) is a useful guide. There are sound modern studies 
by Nicholls (1992) and Leonard (1994).

q 4. GENERAL AGRICULTURE 


Although the seventeenth century produced a large number of works on 
agriculture and allied matters, these are, as a whole, unoriginal and often 
shameless plagiarisms. To what extent they reflect agricultural practice is a 
difficult question : presumably, since a good many of the works seem to have 
commanded a ready sale, there was something to be learned from them. But 
it is probably true to say that where they are most original they are most 
untrustworthy. 

Agricultural changes in a broad sense are reflected in the books and pamphlets 
on enclosures and drainage, and something may be learned from contemporary 
local histories and from general descriptions of the kingdom. In the former 
class mention may be made of Richard Carew’s Survey of Cornwall (2800), 
Plot’s Natural Histories of Oxfordshire and Staffordshire (2844, 2851), 
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Aubrey’s Natural Remarques in the County of Wilts (2859) and Charles 
Leigh’s Natural History of Lancashire (2824): such works vary greatly in 
value but there are gleanings in them all. In the second class such works as 
Richard Blome’s Britannia [1 vol. fol. Lond. 1673] are occasionally of service. 

What literature gives us very inadequately is a knowledge of actual farming 
practice. The way to this knowledge is to be found in account books and 
similar documents : but little enough of this nature has been published. 
Although the manorial system was lapsing into decay, the aspect of agriculture 
and rural life which the records of manor courts present is important and re- 
quires to be taken into account. Occasionally churchwarden’s accounts shed 
some light on the subject : not only were there parish lands to be managed, 
but the parish was increasingly taking over functions anciently performed by 
the manor. The records of commissioners of sewers cover very much wider 
areas than the marshlands reclaimed in the 17th century; they are concerned 
with the maintenance of drainage and defensive works which had existed con- 
tinuously from early in the Middle Ages. Some information regarding these 
records will be found in the Report of the Royal Commission on Public 
Records (1910-19), volumes ii and iii (2788), and in S. and B. Webb, English 
Local Government: Statutory Authorities, ch. i (2793 n.).

its social history, and many of the best sources are not to be found in this 
section. Letters, diaries and memoirs, together with household accounts, 
furnish the most trustworthy illustrations of the daily habits of the upper and 
middle classes, and casual allusions in the drama and other forms of literature 
are often valuable. The observation of foreign travellers supply important 
generalizations as well as details ignored by native writers. The history of the 
inarticulate masses must be sought mainly from trials, especially from quarter 
sessions records, and from ephemeral literature, particularly ballads. The 
numerous guides to deportment published during this period are largely 
based on French models, and merely influenced the higher ranks. 
Shakespeare’s England (2445) gives the best picture of social conditions at 
the beginning of the period, and its bibliographies describe the sources. There 
is no similar study for its close. Macaulay (204) sketched the state of England 
in 1685, and Lecky in the first volume of his History of England in the 
eighteenth century has some useful comments. There are a number of ‘ social 
histories’ dealing with the period as a whole or with considerable sections of it, 
but the mass of material embodied in such periodicals as the Tatler and Spec- 
tator, or in the writings of Defoe and Swift, has never been properly utilized, 
though John Ashton made a systematic collection of extracts [Social life in the 
reign of Queen Anne. Lond. 1883]. Social historians in general tend to 
concentrate unduly on life in London and to ignore the rest of England.

| oe periods do not correspond with political. The year 1603 
does not mark the close of ‘the Elizabethan Age’: 1714 falls within the 
‘ Augustan Age’. To this difficulty arising from the vagueness of chrono- 
logical limits is added the relative paucity of titles that can be here included. 
Therefore the selection becomes exceptionally arbitrary. All that has been 
attempted with regard to the sources is to indicate the most complete editions 
of the works of the chief writers, and the most useful bibliographies of, and 
commentaries on, their writings. The principles adopted in selecting the 
later works are two: to endeavour to cover a very wide field by the inclusion 
of at least one work on each branch of literature, and to prefer works containing 
bibliographies. Since literary bibliographies are both numerous and detailed, 
it is hoped that this section will provide historians with adequate guidance to 
the literature of the seventeenth century. Its existence in an historical biblio- 
graphy calls attention to the interdependence of history and literature. Neither 


can be profitably studied in any detail without an adequate knowledge of the 
other.

HE bibliographies of science are mostly catalogues, arranged alphabeti- 

cally and covering many centuries, but valuable for reference. Probably 
the easiest approach to the subject is by means of such studies as Weld 
(2669), Sachs (2671), the Cambridge Modern History (2673), Cantor (2692), 
Bryant (2695), and Moore (2718, 2722). From such works a general know- 
ledge of the leading scientists can be acquired, and then recourse is possible 
to the Dictionary of National Biography and the bibliographies here listed. 
The items in this section have been selected with a view to the needs of the 
general historian rather than of the scientific expert, but an attempt has been 
made to include at least one work or life of the leading scientists, and thus to 
facilitate further study.

WING to the Stuart succession, the civil war, and the revolution, the 

seventeenth century witnessed much speculation about the nature 
of government. There are four movements in political thought: (i) the 
elaboration and decline of the theory of the divine right of kings ; (ii) the 
emergence during and after the civil war of democratic ideas ; (iii) the develop- 
ment of the theory of sovereignty by Hobbes; and (iv) the growth of a 
theory by which the power of the monarch was to be limited by the terms of 
an original contract of which Locke was the ablest exponent. The first is 
treated by James I (2741), Filmer (2752), and Figgis (2770). The second 
must be sought in a host of pamphlets and treatises, to which Gooch (2771) 
and Pease (2776) provide guidance. For the third and fourth the sources are 
the works of Hobbes (2746) and Locke (2765), whose ideas find commentators 
in modern writers such as Graham (2772), Dunning (2773), and Sorley 
(2775, 2777). 

The influence of these theories upon political and constitutional develop- 
ment during this period can only be estimated after examination of such 
sources as the debates in the army council in 1647 (150) or in the convention 
parliament of 1689. Writers on political science have explored the origin of 
theories but have neglected their effect on politics in Stuart England.

(2782) is valuable for municipalities. Hyett and Bazeley (2811) pro- 
vide a model county bibliography. General county, municipal and parish 
histories, covering many centuries, have been omitted perforce, although they 
ofteninclude relevant sections of importance. Similarly parish registers are ex- 
cluded, butlists are contained in the books mentioned in No.1472. Ofthe books 
dealing more or less exclusively with the Stuart period, preference has been 
given to the main sources, but it is hoped that sufficient minor ones have been 
included to show the nature of the material available. There is no work on 
local government for the seventeenth century to correspond with the magnum 
opus of Sidney and Beatrice Webb (2792), which is mainly concerned with the 
following century, but the introductions to published county records are often 
valuable: that by Willis Bund (2861) is a fine specimen. The Victoria 
County History (2790), at present incomplete, is so comprehensive and 
systematic that it should always be consulted. The inventories of the royal 
commission on historical monuments [4to. Lond. I910- ] contain much 
historical and bibliographical matter. So far there are published : Hertford- 
shire, Buckinghamshire (2 vols.), Essex (4 vols.), Huntingdonshire and two 
of the London volumes. 

Local histories of the civil war are listed in the military section, and those 
dealing with the ecclesiastical history of particular districts are in the religious 
section.

As London was the stage on which much of English history was acted in 
the Stuart period, many general sources and later works are often of far greater 
importance for its history than works specifically devoted to that subject. 

For bibliographies of the latter see Nos. 2778-88. All the rest of any 
value are in library or sale catalogues. By far the most complete is that of the 
Guildhall Library, which includes an elaborate subject index, on cards, as 
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are those of the libraries of the London County Council, the Bishopsgate 
Institute, the University of London (Goldsmiths’ Library at the University 
Offices, London section of the library at University College), which all have 
large general collections, while the libraries of the City of Westminster and 
most of the metropolitan Boroughs, and the Minet Library at Camberwell 
(covering all London south of the Thames) (2854 n.) have good local ones. 

Sotheby’s catalogue of the library of Edward Tyrrell, sold in April 1864, 
is the most valuable in that class : it gives the titles of many tracts. These, 
one of the most important sources for the history of London during the period, 
could not be included in the brief list given below: for them see, for 
1640-60, the Brit. Mus. Catalogue of the Thomason Tracts; before and 
after those dates the footnotes to Sharpe (2905) and the Victoria County 
History (2790), Bell’s bibliographies (2912 and 2914), and the above library 
catalogues, with that of the London Institution [1835]. See also for these 
and other literary sources (especially plays) the bibliographies in the Cam- 
bridge History of English Literature.

187, 299, the Trials 
of the Sheriffs and of Sir Patience Ward, 1683) ; and the case is in Shower’s Reports 
(B.R.) ii. 262. The judgement was annulled by statute 2 Wm. and Mary, c. 8. 

The Quo Warranto case led to the publication of a large number of pamphlets, fre- 
quently containing extracts from the pleadings and arguments and the charters.

The bills are useful for other than statistical purposes : e. g. the changes in the lists of 
parishes, and their arrangement, illustrate the development of the idea of what con- 
stituted the ‘ metropolis’. For general information about them see J. Christie, Parish 
Clerks, pp. 132 et seg.; Creighton, Epidemics (2700), i. 295 et seq., and ch. x; and Bell, 
Great Plague (2914), passim. 

Graunt’s essay was published in 1661, republished 1662, 1665 (twice), and 1676 ; Petty’s 
published in 1683, republished 1686. The latter also wrote on the people, housing, 
hospitals, &c. of London and Paris (1686), and the cities of London and Rome (1687).

COTTISH history from 1560 to 1690 is mainly concerned with the estab- 
lishment of presbyterianism, the attempts of successive Stuart kings to 

modify it by superimposing episcopacy, and its final re-establishment after 
the revolution. It is natural, therefore, that both the sources and later works 
are largely ecclesiastical in character, and tend to be biased by the religious 
preferences of their authors. Another feature of the period is the im- 
portance of the nobility, and thus national history is often bound up with the 
fortunes of individuals as Montrose or Argyle. Accordingly family histories 
are unusually important. Thanks to religious zeal on the one hand and family 
pride on the other it is probable that a larger proportion of the extant sources 
has been published than for the history of any other modern country. 

Scotland is fortunate in possessing an excellent general history in moderate 
compass by Hume Brown (3100). In conjunction with Masson he edited 
the Scottish Privy Council Register (2112), the chief source for administrative 
history, and wrote the best account of the Union. For that event Defoe 
(2933) and Bruce (3067) are valuable for documents, and Mackinnon (3098) 
for references to pamphlets. Since the two relations of England and Scotland 
were sointimate, the works of English historians are often valuable for Scottish 
history, and Gardiner (219, 220), and Firth (244) are as indispensable as such 
sources as Thurloe (86) and the Clarke Papers (151). 

The military history of England and Scotland is inextricably entwined, and 
is dealt with jointly. A number of books which are listed under England but 
which are important for Scotland are indexed under Scotland.

URING the Stuart period the native Irish made two determined 

attempts to throw off the English yoke and to uproot the plantation 
system, and their history is mainly a record of rebellion and repression. 
The nationalist movement in Ireland during the civil war and during the war 
of the English succession became involved in a dynastic struggle, and was 
powerfully influenced in the first case by events in England, and in the second 
by the international issues at stake. Thus many sources as well as general 
histories listed under England have important references to Ireland. Among 
the former Strafford’s Letters (84), Thurloe (85), Ludlow (925), the Claren- 
don State Papers (94), the Life of James II (919), and Bolingbroke’s corre- 
spondence (102) are indispensable. Among the latter Gardiner (219, 220) and 
Firth (244) are valuable for the early Stuarts, while Klopp (215) explains 
most clearly the international importance of Ireland at the time of the 
Revolution. 

From 1603-90 Bagwell (3366) has written an admirable history on an ade- 
quate scale, and the rest of the period is covered by Murray (3368). Both write 
from the English point of view: the other side is represented by Dalton (3363) 
or Prendergast (3319); Gilbert’s manydocumentary publications are essential 
for the Irish rebellion and the Jacobite wars. They are supplemented by 
the papers and biographies of the first Duke of Ormonde (3298) and by 
Dunlop (3295), whose contributions to the Cambridge Modern History (239) 
and to the Dictionary of National Biography should not be neglected.

Up 
to 1641 Skeel (3439) is indispensable, and for 1640-60 Phillips (3425) 
and Richards (3445, 3449) areadequate. The rest of the period is comparatively 
unexplored, although much can be gleaned from histories of localities.

XV. VOYAGES AND TRAVELS

HE books included below are of two classes : (1) the voyages of dis- 

covery proper, and the travels to little known lands, and (2) the personal 
records of Englishmen travelling on the continent of Europe. The 
voyages of discovery of others than Englishmen are necessarily excluded, but 
a brief survey may be gained from Heawood (3540). The first subsection, in 
which the arrangement is chronological, is devoted to collections of voyages ; 
the most famous of which is Purchas (3450), and of the remainder Churchill’s 
collection (3453) is perhaps the most important. Some of the collections are 
anonymous, and are usually cited by their publisher, e.g. Astley (3458), Knox 
(3463), or the Harleian collection (3457). An analysis of the contents of the 
chief collections will be found in Appendix I to the Catalogue of the Royal 
Geographical Society. 

The next subsection consists of individual voyages of travellers, or voyages 
to a given place, and the arrangement is alphabetical, the name of the traveller 
rather than the editor being adopted: cross-references are given to the 
principal English collections, in which they may be found in whole or in part. 
The Harleian Miscellany contains some material [see Index (88)]. The Dic- 
tionary of National Biography should be consulted sub nom. of the chief 
explorers, and the authorities there noted. The Hakluyt Society is constantly 
publishing fresh material. 

All English travellers are not included in this section, and search must also 
be made under the geographical heading, e.g. West Indies for J. Esquemel- 
ling’s Buccaneers (3850), America for voyages or persons directly connected 
with the plantations such as Captain John Smith (3620), and the East Indies 
for a large section dealing with travel to, and residence in, the East. 

For a study of the voyages the modern Admiralty Charts and the Pilot 
(Admiralty publication) of the various seas are very useful: 17th-century con- 
ditions of travel are best gathered from the narratives themselves. The 
British Museum Catalogue of Printed Maps serves as a guide to early maps 
and charts.

The existence of a number of detailed bibliographies to some extent 
atones for the relatively few entries which limitations of space permit. 
With regard to the sources an attempt has been made to show the kind 
of available material. In choosing the later works two principles have been 
adopted : to cover the wide field as adequately as possible, and to give fair 
representation to the different schools of American historians. Probably Larned 
(3577) is the most useful guide to begin with ; Channing, Hart and Turner 
(3575) is detailed enough for all but the most advanced research; Griffin 
(3581) is invaluable for the publications of historical societies, and Grace Griffin 
(3584) for the annual output of historical literature. 

Books dealing with the relations of the Colonies and the home government 
will be found in the section devoted to central administration.

The following bibliography is limited to the English in India, and the 
activities of the East India Company during the seventeenth century, though 
a few books are included which throw light on the condition of India during 
that period. The great Dutch collections of documents have been omitted, 
but reference may be made to W. H. Moreland, Dutch Sources for Indian 
History (3727) and note. The travel section includes only the English 
travellers ; and for such wide voyagers as Peter Mundy (3512) reference must 
be made to the general section on Voyages. Some light on the English in 
India may be gained from foreign travellers such as J. B. Tavernier’s Travels 
in India [ed. Bell. London. 1889. 2 vols.], and for a survey of such works see 
E. F. Oaten, European Travellers in India (3773). Indian historians may be 
approached through H. M. Eliott, The History of India as told by its own 
Historians (3719). The mass of pamphlets called forth by the struggle be- 
tween the two companies at the end of the century has never been adequately 
catalogued, but useful lists will be found in the bibliography and footnotes to 
W. R. Scott’s Joint Stock Companies to 1720 (1928), in the B. M. Printed 
Catalogue sub E. I. Trade, and E. I. Company, and in the Catalogue of the 
Library of the Hon. E. I. C. (3717) sub Tracts : a representative selection has 
been included below. The recent development of historical research in India 
on the part of Indian students is reflected in the institution of Historical series 
by some of the Universities and of the Journal of Indian History [1919 
onwards]. There is an Indian Historical Records Commission, with annual 
Proceedings, while the annual reports of the Indian Archaeological Survey 
also yield gleanings. The Journals of the Royal Asiatic Society of Great 
Britain [Index vols., vol. xx, pt. iv, Lond. 1888; and Index 1889-1903, Lond. 
1904], and of its affiliated societies, the Bengal branch, the Ceylon branch 
[Index to Nos. 1-41, 1845-1890, by J. F. W. Gore, Colombo, 1895], and the 
Straits Branch [Index to Nos. 1-50, 1878-1908, by W. D. Barnes, Singapore, 
1909] occasionally afford matter. 

The bulk of the MS. records in England are in the India office [see W. 
Foster’s guide (3723)] ; they are now made available by two series of current 
Calendars, E. B. Sainsbury’s Calendar of Court Minutes (3771), and W. 
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Foster’s English Factories in India (3770), which is a continuation in calendar 
form of the letters received by the E.I.C. from its servants in the East (3763). 
Documents in the P.R.O. were formerly dealt with in separate Calendars, but 
are now included in the India Office series of MSS. still preserved in India ; 
those at Madras are the most accessible in print, see H. Dodwell’s Report 
(3718 2), and the extensive publication commenced in 1910 under title Records 
of Fort St. George (3774). For Bombay there is A. F. Kindersley’s Handbook 
(3725), and G. W. Forrest’s Selections from the State Papers preserved in the 
Bombay Secretariat (3757). The MSS. at Calcutta are of comparatively 
small importance for the 17th century. For St. Helena see H. R. Janisch’s 
Extracts (3756). Lastly, Mr. John Murray’s Indian Records Series should 
be noticed.

The most important MSS. are in the P.R.O., and the Calendars of State 
Papers, Colonial [America and West Indies], give very useful précis. The 
various Guides to MSS. issued by the Carnegie Institution of Washington are 
valuable for MSS. in the P.R.O., the B.M., &c.: a special guide to West Indian 
archives is at present being prepared. The Acts P.C. (Colonial) and the 
Register P.C. Scotland give access to the Privy Council minutes: The Histori- 
cal Manuscript Commission reports are now rendered much more useful by the 
general geographical index, but no collection in this series is of outstanding 
value for West Indian affairs. Thurloe’s State Papers contain several West 
Indian letters. Pamphlets, &c. will be found reprinted in Purchas’s Pilgrims, 
Arber’s English Garner, Somers’ Tracts, and the Harleian Miscellany. John 
Smith’s True Travels should be consulted. 

The Historical Reviews, and the Proceedings of various historical societies, 
repay examination; and the lesser-known journals, e.g. Journal of Negro 
History, the Proceedings of the American Jewish History Soc., and of the 
similar society in London, should not be neglected. 

A number of bibliographies are included below: attention may be called to 
those issued by the Institute of Jamaica. A very scholarly bibliography is that 
by Jacques de Dampierre. Though it deals specifically with authorities for 
French colonization, the French and English plantations were so closely re- 
lated that many of the early authorities are of common interest. Note must 
therefore be taken of S. L. Mim’s Colbert’s West Indian Policy [New Haven 
1912], and the authorities he cites ; while the French technical journals contain 
useful articles, some of which are noticed below W.Westergaard, The Danish 
West Indies under Company rule, 1671-1754 [N.Y. 1917], throws a little light 
on English colonies ; while F. W. Pitman, The development of the British 
West Indies, 1700-1763 [New Haven 1917], has some valuable statistics. 

The islands appear more or less inaccurately in the various printed maps of the 
West Indies. Maps of separate islands may often be discovered among the MS. 
collections. For maps of Jamaica see the excellent list in F. Cundall, Biblio- 
graphia Jamaicensis, pp. 65-76, and his note on cartography (with four repro- 
ductions of 17th-century maps from Spanish archives) in Jamaica under the 
Spaniards. For St. Christopher we have maps in du Tertre, Histoire generale 
(see below), and one published in 1696 by F. de Witt [Brit. Mus. Maps. 86 d. 
10(140)]. J. Thornton, Atlas Maritinus [1700], prints a map ‘ being an actual 
survey ’, scale rin. toamile. Antigua also appears in Thornton’s Atlas, while 
Barbados has a fine map in Ligne’s History (see below). For general use Thomas 
Jeffrey, The West Indian Atlas [Lond. 1775], is good. Weather conditions are 
best studied in The West India Pilot [London : Admiralty publication].
